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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


In compliance with the General Laws for this State, we 
herewith submit the annual report of Merrimack county, show- 
ing its financial condition and matters of public interest, 
together with the reports of other county officers, as required 
by law. 


The actual debt of the county May 1, 1885, as shown by 
the treasurer’s report, is $81,000. 


There has been paid during the year, $5,000 on bonds 
matured ; and $4,482.50 interest on the outstanding bonds; 
together with all other charges found to be payable by the 
county, and the handsome balance of $11,056.93 is still re- 
maining in the treasury.

To the orders drawn and paid on farm account, should be 
added $1,200 for 400 cords of wood burned, which was on 
hand, paid for, and inventoried May 1, 1884, making the total 
farm expense, $13,333.66. 
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From this sum should be deducted $929.49 received for 
products of the farm sold for cash, and paid by the superin- 
tendent into the county treasury: $589.06 expended on the 
steam heating apparatus, which is a permanent improvement, 
and one which it has been demonstrated during the past winter 
will pay; and $1,139.72 invested in flour, grain, provision, 
groceries, &c., now on hand in excess of the amount on hand 
May 1, 1884; also, $29.45 overcharges on bills rendered ; and 
we find the actual farm expense to be $10,645.94; and the 
cost of board of inmates, including clothing, medical attend- 
ance &c., to be $2.15 1-2 each, per week. Number of weeks’ 
board furnished 4937. 


The operation of the pauper law passed June session, 1883, 
has added a large number to the list of those who have been 
aided at their homes, and away from the farm. More than - 
Soo persons have received aid in this manner at an expense of 
$20,027.55. 

There have been during the year, 18 different persons at the 
New Hampshire Asylum tor the Insane, whose expenses have 
been paid wholly or in part by the county, the whole amount- 
ing to $2,610.94. 3 

There have been 8 different boys at the State Industrial 
School, sent there by the courts and for whom $530.46 has 
been paid out of the county treasury; giving the sum of 
$23,168.95 as the amount expended for support of paupers 
away from the farm; and $36,502.61 as the sum paid on 
account of the poor and needy ones among us. 


No interest has been charged for the amount invested in 
farm, stock, tools, &c., as we have preferred to give the amount 
of cash paid out. The sum of $589.06 has been paid in im- 
proving the steam apparatus, and as there was no perceptible 
difference in the melting of the snow at any time over the pipe 
between the boiler house and main building—the loss of heat 
has been remedied between these two points. We had the 
advice of Mr. Theophilus Blake, a gentleman who has had 
much practical experience in using steam for warming build- 
ings. We tender him our thanks for his services. The farm 
and buildings are in good condition. 
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Two terms of school have been taught, one by Miss Lizzie 
M. Choate, and one by Miss Hattie F. Howser. The scholars 


are now attending the district town school. 


Milton B. Neal and wife, superintendent and matron, Dr. 
A. C. Alexander, physician and surgeon, and Rev. John 
Chamberlain, chaplain, have been in service at the farm during 


the year.

In presenting you with my second annual report of the 
Merrimack County Farm and Almshouse, giving the number 
of inmates supported, with their names and ages, which have 
been under my care the past year, I would simply say there 
has been no prevailing sickness, and considering the advanced 
ages of a large majority of the inmates, the death rate is less 
than that of towns in the county. Perhaps the improvements 
that have been made in the heating apparatus has had a bene- 
ficial effect, as we have been able to maintain a uniform 
temperature throughout the house, in the serverest weather. 
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The sewerage has been a source of annoyance owing to the 
constant care required in properly distributing it as was in- 
tended. Although I think we are receiving but little benefit 
from it in the present condition, our crops were quite up to an 
average for the past season. 

T cordially thank all who have aided me in my labors, and 
trust the people of the county may approve the management 
of the Merrimack County Farm and Almshonse.

REPORT OF Gare SOLICTPORs: 


During the past year the grand jury have found ninety-four 
indictments for the following offences: 


Aggravated assault, 
Simple assault, 

Assault with intent to kill, 
Burglary, 

False pretences, 

Larceny, 

Adultery, 

Attempt at rape, 

Sale of liquor, 
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The liquor indictments with two or three exceptions were 
obtained by the Law and Order League of Concord, who con- 
duct the cases without expense to the county, and in such a 
way as to be entitled to a share of the fine if successful. The 
indictments in these cases were drawn for the sale, and keep- 
ing for sale of intoxicating liquor, and as being common 
sellers of intoxicating liquors. The question is now before 
the Supreme Court whether the indictments are sufficient, on 
account of the use of the word intoxicating, instead of spirit- 
uous. The form of indictment was particularly requested by 
counsel for the complainants. 

The other indictments have been disposed of upon pleas of 
nolo contendre, or guilty, except seven. Of these three have 
been continued to await the result of civil suits about the same 
matters. Two are waiting for respondents, who are out of the 
State, and not yet under arrest. One respondent is serving 
his time in the State Prison for a prior offence, and one is in- 
sane. 

There have been seven appeals in criminal cases entered in 
the Supreme Court during the year. Seven for assault and 
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battery, and one for malicious mischief; all of which have 
been disposed of by pleas of guilty or otherwise, in such a 
manner as to satisfy the complainants, and save the county 
from expense. 

There have been no civil actions in court the past year in 
which the county has been interested. 

The Supreme Court decided in the liquor cases pending at 
the time of my last report, that an indictment for the sale of 
lager beer was sufficient without an allegation that it was in- 
toxicating, and that Police Courts or Justices of the Peace had 
no authority to impose a fine for the sale of cider or lager beer, 
unless the respondent plead guilty. All cases depending on 
the settlement of these questions were disposed of without a 
trial.

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GENTLEMEN :—The record of the year in my department is 
very satisfactory. There have been eight deaths only—all 
from chronic diseases and old age, seventy-nine years being 
the average age of those who have died. Births, two. 

The number of cases of acute diseases has been made larger 
than during the preceding year from the fact of our having had 
an epidemic of influenza and pneumonia during the spring. 
No deaths were recorded however; a result largely due to the 
constant persevering efforts of the superintendent and his 
assistants. I cannot speak too highly in praise of their labors. 
The care received by the patients at all times is equal to that 
given to the sick in the best regulated: hospitals, and exceeds 
by far the attendance given to patients in private homes many 
times. 

In the last report, attention was called to the heating of the © 
house. Such improvement has been gained by the changes 
made. ‘The rooms and halls of the whole building have been 
warm and comfortable at all times, which has largely reduced 
the mortality among the old people in winter. In fact, the 
sanitary, and general condition and management of the house 
is first-class. 

The inmates are happy and contented, and they scarcely can 
be otherwise, as it is indeed a good home for them.

CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


To the Commissioners of Merrimack County: 

GENTLEMEN :—As there has been no material change at the 
Almshouse during the past year, I need not be lengthy. 
Services have been conducted the same as heretofore, every 
Sunday, at eleven o’clock, A. M. 

The average number who have attended service has been 
about seventy. Nearly one-half are foreigners, and some of 
them are so tenacious of their own belief that they do not like 
to attend Protestant worship, though they comply with the 
rules which require that all must attend who can consistently. 
There are only a few who are not able to read and write, and 
several have had the benefits which are derived by attending 
our best institutions of learning. There has been considerable 
reading matter gratuitously furnished by friends abroad, and it 
has had a good effect on the inmates as it furnishes food for the 
mind which is essential to moral culture. 

During the hour of worship the best attention is paid, and 
several take part in the singing exercises. 

I have the satisfaction of knowing that I have tried to do

PHYSICIANS REPORT. 


Comparatively little sickness has prevailed in the Jail during 
the year; the excellent sanitary arrangements, and admirable 
quality of the food doing much to keep the prisoners in good 
health. No case of epidemic or contagious disease has exist- 
ed, the chief ailments being colds, coughs and rheumatic 
affections. One death occurred, that of John Richardson, of 
Lyme, a United States prisoner, from suicide. So far as I 
have been able to ascertain, every possible precaution is taken 
by the commissioners to secure good health to the inmates, 
while the Jailer and his assistants are ready at all times to do 
everything in their power for the welfare of the unfortunate 
men under their charge. If the prisoners could be employed 
at some form of manual labor they would doubtless be physi- 
cally in better condition than under the existing system, but 
there is doubtless some good reason why they are not required + 
to earn their bread by the sweat of their brow, but instead are 
a burden to the honest tax-payers of the county.
